Here is a summary on thi 

On new land it is necessary to add the equivalent of 50 
pounds per acre of copper sulphate (about 25 pounds per acre of 
copper oxide) by thorough incorporation into the soil. Copper 
in the fertilizer broadcast on top of the soil followed by a light 
disking is nt sufficient. Copper can be applied to new land after 
first plowing and leveling operations have been completed. Care- 
ful aerial application is alright; subsequent cultivation will work 
the copper into the 

Copper can be applied in broadcast fertilizer which is work- 
ed throuoghly into the soil in the following farming operations, 

Copper applied in bands (especially for corn) on new lands 
usually is not satisfactory. It is better to put part of the fertili- 
zer down broadcast and part in bands. Copper can be sprayed 
on the soi] surface and then worked in. 

The amount of copper can be reduced if the crops to be 
grown will get copper pesticide spray. 

If you're interested, the County Agent's Office has Fla. 
Experiment Station Bulletin 552 which discusses copper oxide 
use in fertilizer and we will mail it to you or you may pick 
it up in person. 

Soon, it will be time to prepare your rose beds and to pur- 
chaset the plants, as well as to prepare your beds for annuals. 

Soil samples should be taken in advance of plantings and if 
the PH needs adjusting, before planting is the time. 

We will be glad to discuss this with you if given the opport- 
unity.

6375 persons were assisted in 
the four categories of public as- 
sistance for the month of Sept- 
ember 1962. 

A total of 1,949 persons re- 
ceived Old Age Assistance in 
the amount of $87,272. 108 per- 
sons received Aid to the Blind, 
totaling $6,386. 996 families, re- 
presenting 3,182 children, re- 
ceived Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren in the amount of $63,478. 
362 persons received Aid to the 
Disabled in the amount of 
$20,057. 

In addition 414 children re- 
ceived service during the month 
217 of whom were in foster 
homes. The total state and lo- 
cal cost for these child welfare 
services was $13,173.10;

History 

Florida has had several 
changes in apportionment in the 
past. Constitutional changes 
were adopted in 1845, 1885, and 
in 1923-24, the last being the 
formula now in effect. Under 
this formula, the Legislature by 
law reassigned House seats in 
1925, 1935, 1945, and 1955, and 
in 1945 it relocated two Senate 
districts. 


Since 1955, continuous neg- 
otiations have been carried on 
between the people and the 
Legislature to reapportion the 
membership. In 1955 a plan 
calling 67 Senators and 135 Re- 
presentatives was proposed by 
the Legislature, but in 1956 it 
failed to get the necessary vote 
to be adopted. 


In 1957 a plan calling for 45 
Senators and 114 Representa- 
tives was proposed by the Leg- 
islature but invalidated by the 
Florida Supreme Court because 
it was tied into a “daisy-chain” 
with other amendments. 


In 1959 a plan for 44 Sena- 
tors and 103 Representatives 
was proposed by the Legisla- 
ture but it too failed to be ap- 
proved by the people in a spec- 
jal election that year. 


In 1961, a 45 Senator and 104 
Representative plans was pro- 
posed, and was to be voted on in 
November 1962. 


In all, some 48 proposals were 
considered by the four Legisla- 
tures which met in the period 
of 1955-61 and 10 were passed 
by both Houses, but for one rea- 
son or another none became fin- 
al prior to the events of 1962. 


In Other States 
Florida was not alone in this 
situation. Almost half of the 50 
States have had difficulty in 
keeping apportionment up to 
date due to population changes. 


Proposals were made and re- 
jected. 

In some cases sults were 
brought. After 50 years of no 
reapportionment, Illinois work- 
1955. 
While a Federal suit was pend- 
ing in Minnesota, the Legisla- 
ture solved its problem there 
and the suit was dismissed so 
that it never came before the 
United States Supreme Court.
